Some comments from Derry VE7QK. 


I have just assembled and tested one of the NorCal EP-3 kits deliberately 
using only the minimum of test equipment - a multimeter, homebrewed RF 
probe, Kenwood TS130 to monitor the signal and "groans $ whistles" to align 
it into a dummy load. The ICs were soldered directly into the PC board. 
Wire was taken from an old tranformer winding. The microphone is a Radio 
Shack electret element in an old tape recorder mic case. The RF output 
measured about 10W PEP. Last night I checked into BC Public Service Net. 
Later, on the QRP Net, despite the QRM from contesters, I had a QSO with 
KI7KW in Portland, OR who was running his EP-2. When I get around to making 
some accurate measurements on a scope I will post them to the List. 


Only one small problem arose during assembly. The hole spacing for C56 is 
laid out to accept a ‘FILMTRIM' 10mm trimcap as described in the Digikey 
catalogue but the cap provided has a different tab spacing. The neatest way 
to install this was to drill two additional holes to accept the ground tabs 
and connect these to the pads with short jumpers on the underside of the 
board. Incidentally, you need to thoroughly clean and tin all three tabs 
before installation to ensure a good joint. Alternatively, you could look 
around for a trimcap with the correct spacing. 


The following corrections, for which I accept full responsibility, should 
be made to the Manual: - 


p3 IC sockets: Change text to read "..... it is recommended that 
inexperienced builders install IC sockets (not provided). The ability to 
quickly remove and replace ICs greatly simplifies troubleshooting..." [I 


have only built prototypes to date and always envisage trouble! ] 
p3 Ant current sensor: for "...470 ohm resistor R24..." read 330 ohms. 


p10 Table of RESISTORS: re-number the last entry (10-turn precision pot 
R24) to read R25. The same change should be made on p6 of the Manual. 


Table of CAPACITORS: The Table lists only five 470 ohm caps but the total 
in the right hand column is shown as six. You will therefore have one left 
over. 


DIAG A & DIAG E: Polarity of C4 is not shown. Ground is closest to the edge 
of the PC board. 


MISCELLANEOUS Table: The PC Board should be added. 


Table of SEMICONDUCTORS: This is missing from the Manual. With the 
exception of D6 most of you will have had no trouble in identifing these 
from the Circuit Diagrams. D6 is the 1N4005. e-mail me if you would like me 
to forward a copy of this table (WORD file). I will also attach a JPEG 
photograph of an assembled PC board. 


Finally, I have two requests to make. First, if you are posting anything to 
QR-L regarding the EP-3 please CC me direcly at the same time. Second, I am 
very interested in learning where the other 99 kits went. Please send me a 
short message giving your QTH and tell me how you made out with it.

A while back, I built a FOXX 2 board from Kanga and sandwiched it between 
two of the Tiny Tins. 


I carefully trimmed the board the same size as the tins, then cut a hole in 


the lid of one and mounted the board to it upside down, with the components 
hanging inside. I cut a hole in the bottom of the other tin and mounted it 
to the other side of the board, with the low pass filter, a sidetone 
circuit, and a small power chord inside. The fittings and T-R switch are 
also mounted to the upper tin and, in use, the power chord fits through a 
notch in the rear.

I had a little more high frequency response on the receiver than I liked and 


found a .001 uF cap from pin 5 to pin 2 of U5 (the 386 audio amplifier) 
helped a lot. 


I've made quite a few contacts with the rig in the eastern US and have been 
very pleased with it. Not much QRP activity heard on the "standard" 3.985 


frequency, and the 3.744 frequency used in VE land unfortunately is not 
permitted for voice operation in the US.

No I haven't built a rig into one, but I put the Scorpion LED SWR Bridge into 
mine. Connector problem was solved by using RCA screw-on socket at 

one end (antenna) and a 1.34" piece of RG174 (short enough for minimal 

loss!) terminated in an RCA phono plug. That's about all one can do 

for connectors given the shallowness of the tin. The LED SWR bridge 


was built on a perf board cut to fit inside. My only "didn't see it coming": 
The LED sticks up thru the lid for clear visibility. Alas... I put it on the 
hinges side of the perf board! So, as the top swings down, it would 

bend the LED over -- which led to filing athe perfect round hole 

to an elongated elipse. Now the swing of the lid clears the LED, 

but the hole is too big and ugly... This is the most used and best 

accessory unit I've ever built! How did I tune up without it?

Ade, I would not think of disagreeing with a word you would say . 
but, 


I suspect that if you added up the total radiated power of all our QRP 
Signals in a Fox Hunt you would still have no more, and probably less, 
than the radiated power from at most two or three 100-watt QRO rigs. 
True, we are spread out over maybe one KHz, but at our power levels, the 
typical QRO operator not listening for "weaker" signals in the noise, 
like we are conditioned to do, probably regards our total effort as just 
a KHz of extra noise of some sort or perhaps some new digital mode. 


We tend, I think, to regard our activity with considerable bias related 
to our own interest and enjoyment. A hundred or more S2 to S5 signals on 
the band sounds like a big deal to "us" because it *is* a big deal to 
"us." It is perhaps curiously noticeable to someone not aware of what we 
are doing or why.

I'm using a low dipole at my Connecticut QTH - it's up only 12-13' at the 
center. Copy is solid out to 200+ miles, although it varies some with 
conditions. My 2-way with Joe, N2CX, near Philly was about 80% both ways 
with our Warblers, and I've had a rock-solid QSO with a VE2 in 
Sherbrooke-about 250 miles. Best DX to date has been the Atlanta area but 
it was a struggle. Distances seem comparable to what you'd work using CW. 


Just since I first put the Warbler prototype on the air last spring, I've 
watched the PSK31 activity growing on 80M. Here in the Northeast, you'll 
usually see one or more traces on the display at night, especially during 
W1AW's quiet period (9-10 PM Eastern). I've seen as many as 4 simultaneous 
traces in the Warbler's 1 Khz passband. That doesn't even begin to fill 
that slice of spectrum with PSK31! We've got a unique opportunity here to 
"make it happen". 


Don't let the fact that it's 80M, as opposed to a 'DX' band, deter you in 
the slightest. Many of us are running short (or low) antennas and still 
getting out. Joe Everhart's 'Squirt' antenna is half-sized and gets out 
quite well- look for it in the next issue of the NJ QRP club's 'Homebrewer' 
journal. From the sound of Doug's recent post, none of the antennas in 
their wonderful 3-way QSO was a ‘killer' skywire. 


This is the season to begin thinking about the low bands, and enthusiasm for 
80M yields creativity in the antenna area. This is something we all enjoy 
hearing about, whether we're WarbleHeads or not, and this enthusiasm gets us 
off our computers (maybe) and x*on the airx.

Just completed my regen receiver a la QST a few months ago. Decided to try 
"Manhattan Style"-thats the one with tomatoes, right? (grin) It was a real 
fun experience. I'm gonna get some photos and put it up on the ol' web 
sight. First some comments then some questions... 

I used a thin piece of PCB material (double sided) and just snapped off 
small (6mm) square pieces for the "islands". I also used small coax for all 
connections to/from the pots, figured I would reduce RF interference. 
Anyway, I stumbled upon a way to use small coax (RU-174?) for connections. I 
first warmed up the plastic coating with a lighter, then stripped it. Came 


off great. (Don't cut the coax to fit until you have stripped one end off... 
Trust me!) Then remove the braid, snip with dikes until clean. Then, take a 
small heat sink (like the one they stock in the Radio Shack solder tool 
kit-looks like a small clamp) and put it a few mikes (mm) in front of the 
braid end. Fire up the lighter JUST ENOUGH to ignite the plastic sheath 
covering the center conductor, let it burn slowly. It will reach the heat 
sink, burn all the plastic in front, then extinguish leaving a nice clean 
center conductor. Before it (the molten plastic) solidifies, remove the 
clamp by swiping it along and off the center conductor. Finish by tinning 
the center conductor and there ya have it! I then put heat shrink tubing on 
the ends, and it worked FB. I did this about 20 times (I used 3 pots for 
this project) so I had a good trial by "fire" shall we say. 

I also found it was much easier if I heated and applied solder to the 
"islands" before I placed components, versus holding components over islands 
and trying to place ‘em without "tinning" the islands. Is this common 
practice? Remember, I am a newbie! 

Questions: 

1) I notice I am receiving mostly SW stations in the "high" end of 40m, 
could I modify my coil (L1) or my caps (10pF-comes directly off C1) to reach 
lower, say, 7.025 mHz-7.2Mhz? 

2) Using a giant loop antenna (250'+) I notice the receiver gets almost NO 
SW stations, in fact, mostly AM only. When I touch the big ceramic cap, the 
AM's POUND in; Why? 

3) When can I start the next project? (grin)

As Dave Benson pointed out, the distance you can get is similar 
to what you will see with cw. In fact we had a mulit-way QSO on 
the evening he mentioned. I heard him in QSO from his 

QTH in CT with Skip KH6TY/4 in South Carolina. Unfortunately 
propagation to Skip would only support 10% or so copy. 


However Dave and I were about 80% for most of a couple 

of hours between CT and NJ. And along the way W3CFO chimed 
in from near Reading PA with a solid signal (at 20 watts) to 
both of us. And George N2APB near Baltimore copied us all 
qwitha Gap antenna stowed horizontally a coupe of feet above 
ground, though he had no transmitter set up. 


Dave and I were both using beta version Warblers at about 4-5W PEP. 
My antenna was a proto of the NJQRP Squirt. 


As Dave mentioned, the Squirt will be described in he next QHB. 

It is a reduced sizeinverted vee dipole that fits in a 50 foot ground 
space. It is fed with 300 ohm twinlead and uses adead simple tuner.

Well, not everyone follows the same bandplan as the US. In fact, in 
Region 1 (Europe, Africa), hams only have access to 7.0-7.1 MHz, since 
7.1 and up is part of an international broadcast band. 


Most countries don't have mode-related bandplans. Hams are free to 
operate whatever mode they like within their designated bands, like 160m 
is to us. 


So, if you want to work Region 1 hams, you have to get down below 7.1 MHz 
on SSB. During a big contest, you'll find SSB down to 7.040 and even 
lower. 


How do these guys work US stations, who can only go to 7.150? Well, they 
work "split" where they call on one frequency and listen on another. They 
announce their listening frequency when they CQ. (eg "CQ Contest Six 
Delta Two X-Ray listening Seven Two Two Zero")

Actually, that's sort of a bare-minimum system. Three more rods, further 
out, make for better protection. 


>Apparently there is always some residual 
>moisture in concrete and the current from a direct strike can cause the 
>concrete to literally explode. 


This is a myth. 


There is lots of moisture in concrete. Water is what helps the concrete 
to cure. Compared to the soil, concrete is rather conductive. And since 
the surface area of a concrete anchor is sizeable, it actually provides a 
lot of grounding. There's even a type of grounding strategy that uses the 
concrete -- known as a UFER ground. 


Now, it is possible that current passing through the concrete might cause 
the concrete to crack in certain situations. But it shouldn't explode. A 
proper UFER ground, or proper external ground, should prevent the 
possibility of cracking.

If you have any doubts about using ground radials in sandy soil take the

read this completely. 


The use of radials is in a grounding system has NOTHING to do with loading 


the 
tower as a radiator. Please don't confuse this..... 


Quoted from the above URL: 


"Radials are the most cost effective grounding technique considering system 
impedance, 

material cost, and installation labor. If on radial gives "X" resistance, 
then two 

will deliver an equivalent "parallel rule" plus 10%. This rule only holds 
ture when 

the soil has the same conductivity over the entire radial area. After the 
first two 

radial, you will need to double the number of radials each time to continue 
with the 

parallel-plus rule. 


Radials do have a limit on there effective length. If the surge energy has 
not been 

launched into the soil within the first 75 feer, the inductance of he radial 
will 

prevent any further effective prorogation (looks like a typo in their docs - 
prorogation?). 

Therefore, as a general rule of thumb, all radials should be at least 50 
feet and 

no longer than 75 feet. 


Ground rods should be placed along the entire length of each radial. The 
most cost effective 

Spacing between rods for normal (grassy) soil is two times the length of the 
rod into the ground. 

If 8 foot rods are used, they should be placed on 16 foot centers. 


If soil is not normal (e.g., very dry or sandy), the seperation may be 
reduced in 

order to minimize the interconnect inductance. It doesn't hurt to have the 
rods to close,

This is exactly my point. I was afraid that some folks would come to the 
conclusion that 

there is no need for a ‘grounding system' to have buried radials connected 
to ground rods. If anyone 

has come to that conclusion I think they are wrong. And I've been trying to 
make sure 

folks were being clear about the difference between using ‘tuned radials' as 


part of an active antenna 
system, and 'radials' to create a more effective grounding system in the 
prevention of lightning damage. 


Your comment quoted comment below led me to believe you were under the 
impresstion that 

an effective grounding system does not require radials at all. And I wanted 
to clear this point up.

Maybe I misunderstood your comments above, or perhaps someone else said 
them, I am loosing context on this thread at this point. 


I think between the two of us we've managed to raise the point that there 
are RF radials in a tuned antenna system, and there are Grounding System 
Radials buried to increase the effectiveness of your ground system. 


Use the the grounding radials to ground rods as described. I've witnessed 
the difference having, and not having them can make in a commercial 
environment. In sandy soil. We were hit three times before adding ground 
radials (2) made from 2/0 stranded copper. Each of those times we sustained 
serious damage to internal systems. Once we added the radials we had no 
more serious incidents. 


Prior to adding the radials we had a 50' well made with 5" pipe. We were 
grounded to that, along with 8' rods at the base of the 300' tower, and at 
the guy anchors. We had serious damages with this configuration. 


However after adding the radials the only damage we incurred was via a 
telephone line that was not properly grounded. They 'do' make a 
difference. And I my personal opinion I wouldn't feel safe without them.
